I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  in  the  Borough  of  Penryn  in  195&* 

Once  again  the  year  was  a  healthy  one  despite  the  floods  and 
frost  of  the  earlier  .months.  These  undoubtedly  contributed  to  the 
high  death  rate  among  the  older  section  of  the  population. 

The  great  event  of  the  year  was  the  commencement  of  the  new 
sewerage  scheme  wh  ereby  the  Towns  sewage  will  eventually  be  pumped 
to  th  e  sea  outfall  on  Pennance  Head.  The  decision  to  undertake  this 
expensive  but  very  necessary  operation  was  a  most  courageous  one  on 
which  all  concerned  are  to  be  congratulated. 

I  welcome  this  oportunity  of  again  thanking  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  consideration  and  support 
throughout  the  year.  My  thanks  too  to  Mr.  Blackmore  and  staff  for 
their  loyal  co-operation.

Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

Water  Supply. 

The  whole  of  the  Borough  lies  within  the  Statutory  area  of  cupppy  of  the 
Falmouth  Corporation  Waterworks  and  the  supply  hers  born  adequate  during  tho  year. 

As  a  result  of  informal  action  regarding  the  condition  of  a  service  main, 
a  new  main  was  laid  in  the  Mutton  Row  area  during  the  yoar. 

No  major  extensions  of  the  water  mains  have  been  carried  out  in  the  Borough 

during  the  yoar. 

Attention  must  bo  drawn  of  tho  gradual  dovelopomont  of  tho  Tremouth  Dale 
and  Packsaddle  Hill  areas  whore,  due  to  the  comparatively  high  cost  of  extending 
the  water  mains  to  that  area,  now  developers  are  having  to  resort  to  providing 
choir  own  wells  and  to  sh  aring  a  supply  with  their  neighbours. 

Sewerage  and  Sow  ago  Disposed. . 

Work  on  the  maintenance  of  the  existing  sewers  proceeded  during  tho  yoar 
and  each  of  the  minor  chokages  which  occurred  once  again  emphasised  the  necccsity 
for  more  manholes,  for  inspection  and  clearance,  on  the  older  lenghts  of  sewer 
particularly  those  serving  the  North  side  of  West  Street  and  Lower  Street, 

Now  Disposal  Scheme. 

Work  on  the  Contract  for  the  new  pumping  scheme  commenced  on  the  7th  August, 
and  by  tho  end  of  tho  year  the  Contractors  were  well  up  to  schedule  with  tho 
exception  of  tho  work  on  the  oxcovation  of  tho  pumping  station  which  was  cont¬ 
inually  interrupted  by  tho  higher  tides  prevailing  at  the  time. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Rofuso  continued  to  be  collected  weekly  from  all  premises  within  the 
Borough  and  by  arrangement  with  the  Truro  Rural  District  Council  a  few  properties 
on  tho  Southern  boundary  of  Mylor  Parish. 

In  spite  cf  a  slightly  bettor  supply  of  soil  for  covering  purposos  there 
were  three  out-breaks  of  fly  nuisance  previously  reported  upon.  Those  throe 
occurrences  coincided  with  three  spoils  of  particularly  hot  weather.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  tho  only  solution  to  the  problem  is  the  provision  of  mechanised 
moans  to  utilise  the  soil  on  tho  site  for  tho  regular  covering  of  tho  refuse. 

899  loads  of  rofuso  were  collected  and  disposed  of  during  the  yoar  as 
against  723  loads  in  1955*  The  increase  is  accounted  for  partly  by  the 
occupation  of  30  now  houses  and  more  particularly  by  tho  inability  to  soil 
salvage  waste  paper.  Numerous  attempts  wore  made  during  the  year  to  dispose 
of  tho  paper  baled  and  in  store  but  nono  of  the  merchants  were  willing  to  receive 
it.

Milk  Distributors . 

There  are  6  registered  distributors  who  retail  milk  within  the  Borough 
5  of  which  supply  bottled  pasteurised  milk  and  the  sixth  continues  the  old- 
fashioned  method  of  serving  his  customers  from  the  can. 

Rodent  Control. 

The  systematic  inspection  and  treatment  of  premises  in  the  Borough 
has  been  continued  during  the  year  and  once  again  no  major  infestation  has 
been  received. 

This  year  considerable  effort  has  boon  made  to  deal  with  the  banks  of  tho 
two  streams  and  the  disusod  mill  loat  which  runs  through  tho  town  and  these 
extended  treatments  met  with  considerable  success. 

The  town  sewers  have  boon  treated  twice  during  the  year  and  the  man¬ 
holes  in  which  ’takes'  were  recorded  were  six  as  against  seven  in  tho 
previous  year. 

The  infestation  of  private  houses  end  business  premises  has  been  con¬ 
siders  ider  ably  reduced  and  has  not  callod  for  any  Statutory  action  during  the 
year. 


Tho  rogular  proofing  arrangements  made  by  tho  oc  cupiors  of  tho  promises 
on  the  waterfront  have  considerably  reduced  the  infestation  in  tho  area.
